Depew Tells What Steps He Took in 
the Matter. 

The Union League Club of New 
York held a jollification meeting last 
night, and listened to speeches by its 
president, Hon. Chauncey M. Depew, 
Gen. Sherman and others. It was de- 
cided to give Hon. Warner Miller a re- 
ception. To a New York Herald re- 

rter Mr. Depew explained how Gen. 

urrison’s nomination was brought 
about at Chicago, by stating that when 
he ascertained that he himself had no

He met with opposition among his 
colleagues, each of whom had some 
other man as a candidate in view, but 
he finally brought them around to bis 
way of thinking,and then decided to 
give a dinner at which the entire dele- 
gation should be present to hear the 
proposition. Speeches were made at 
the banquet by Hiscock, Miller, Platt 
and Fassett in a get of the schéme, 
and by the time the dinner was ended 
every man preseat was shouting for 
Harrison. New York voted for him 
solidly the next day, and he was nomi- 
nated by acclamation.

Another proposition, looking in the 
same direction, and upou the same 
general plan, was submitted at yester- 
day’s meeting by A. Phillips & Co., ex- 
cursion managers. . Their plan contem- 
plates two cars, 4 six months’ trip and 
a cost of $7500. 

Both plans were referred back, to be 
digested and reported to the chamber 
later op. 

The most interesting and important 
feature of yesterday’s meeting, how- 
ever, was the ‘talk’? made to the 
chamber by Mr. Carlisle, formerly 
manager of the Oregon Board of Immi- 
gration. His account of his experi- 
ence in that work showed that it had 
been highly successful and conducted 
at strikingly small cost, when com- 
pared with the schemes which are be- 
ing urged upon the Los Angeles Cham- 
ber of Commerce. The methods pur- 
sued by the Oregonians appear to have 
been eminently practical, simple, hon- 
est and direct, hence their suc- 
cess. It appears from Mr. Car- 
lisle’s report that the cost of sending 
exhibit cars through the East, on an ex- 
pedition occupving several. months, 
was only from $800 to $1500, and the 
entire cost of running the bureau for a 
year but $5000, or $10,000 for the two 
years during which it was under State 
control, In this time a great quantity 
of printed information was distributed 
broadcast, thousands of desirable im- 
migrants secured. and large areas of 
virgin soil converted to the uses of the 
plow and the home. The greater part 
of the work was done in the home 
office, the exhibit-car expeditions be- 
ing incidental. 

Mr. Carlisle, in his talk yesterday, 
showed himself to be a practical man, 
capable of doing good work in the line 
suggested; and, after listening to him, 
the chamber strongly indicated its 
purpose to adopt the practical and dis- 
card the theoretical in any permanent 
plans which it may adopt to advance 
the interests of the city and county, 
and of all Southern California as well. 

A strong movement all along the 
line—each county of the south putting 
forth its best efforts and controlling 
and managing its own expenditures, 
eaginis and expeditions for itself, but 
alF cooperating in so far as codperation 
may be found feasible—will surely pro- 
duce good results, in which each section 
will share in proportion to its advan- 
tages and deseris. 

But the work needs to be pushed 
with discretion, vigor and energy, and 
it will not be safe for any city, county 
or community in Southern California 
to relax separate effort, upon the the- 
ory that they will be ‘‘taken care of” by 
any single central organization, how- 
ever powerful, earest or impartial. 
The best results come from combined 
individual effort, working for a com- 
mon end, and codperating wherever 
coéperation is practicable, but not 
otherwise.

GARLAND'S REPORT. 


The Attorner-G-ner:] Makes Man 
Recom meni:tations, 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—[By the Associ- 
ated Press.] Atty.-Gen. Garland has made 
his annual report to Congress of the busi- 
ness of the Department of Justice during 
the last fiscal year, together with statistics 
of crime against the United States, and a 
statement of the business of the Supreme 
Court and Court of Claims. ”*° 
He advocates the passage of the bill pend- 
ing in Congress for the appointment of a 
commission to inquire into the advisability 
of Government penitentiaries, wittt provis- 
ions for work for prisoners in a manner not 
to co: flict with labor in general. He calis 
attention to the method of summoning 
grand and trial juries in the Territorial dis- 
trict courts in cases in which the United 
States isa party, and renews the sugges- 
tions in his last annual report, advocating 
certain changes in the judicial system of 
the United States. Hesays: “It is impos- 
sible to over-estimate the necessity for a 
change in the judicial system to meet the 
demands of the constantly increasing busi- 
ness of the country, and IL wouldsimpiy 
call attention in this connection to my sue- 
gestions in my last report, and respectfull 
urge that some change be made that will 
remedy the eviis wtih omg of on all sides, 
whether that change be in accordance with 
my vie ws or not.” 7 
ln regard to the payment of special deputy 
murshais, he says the appropriation for the 
current fiscal year for fees and expenses 
special pro- 
vision, incorporated in the Appropriation 
Act, only $390,000 can be advanced to the 
marshals. Numerous special deputy mar- 
shals were appointed under the laws pro- 
viding therefor, to serve at the recent elec- 
tion. To pay these wili require a large 
sum, and if their pay be taken from the a 
propniation above mentioned, nothing will 
remain for the expenses of the service of 
process, and the business of the United 
States courts all over the country wiil be 
seriously impeded. He recommends that a 
special appropriation be made to pay these 
deputies. 
Other recommen jiations are that marshals 
be allowed increased expenses in service of 
rocess arising out of enforcement of the 
nterstate Commerce Law; that fees or sal- 
aries of marshals be readjusted in accord- 
ance with previous recommendations; that 
employment of substitute attorneys in Ter- 
ritories be authorized, and for a general re- 
organization of the clerical force on a basis 
commensurate with its vastly increasing 
business.

What the Government May Pay for 
-ioux Lands. 

WASHINGTON; Dec. 5.—[By the Asso- 
ated Press.| Delegate Gifford of Dakota 
today introduced a bill amendatory of the 
law providing foradivision of the great 
Sioux reservation in Dakota, and for the re- 
linquishment of the Indians’ title to the re- 
mainder. The bill amends the law as fol- 
lows: The reservation is to opened 
without the consent of the Indians, while 
the law passed at the last session required 
such consent of the Indians. The sum of 
$2,000,000 is to he deposited to the credit of 
the Indians instead of $1,000,000 provided 
for last session. The lands will be throwh 
open to settlement during the first two 
years after the opening of the reservation 
at $1 per acre; all lands taken during the 
next two years at 75 cents per acre, and 50 
cents per acre for the residue undisposed of 
after that time. The law of the last session 
proposed to pay for the lands at 50 cents 
per acre.

penses of surveying lands open to settle- 
ment.

New Yorr, Dec. ‘the Associated 
Press.} On Jannary 1, 1889, the law requir- 
ing electrical executions goes into effect, 
but until today the amount and charac-er of 
the current required to make death certain 
aud instantaneous had not been determined. 
The experiments upon dogs last summer by 
Hurold P,. Brown, an electrical engineer, 
were criticised because the weight of the 
animals killed was less than that of a man, 
and it was supposed that more current 
would be required to kill a human- deing, 
On that account, this afternoon, Brown was 
given an opportunity to make a demonstra- 
tion before Kibridge T. Gerry, the author of 
the electrical execution law, and a_comimit- 
tee appointed by the Medico-Legal Society 
to report on the best means of putting the 
law into effect. The experiments were mae 
at Edison’s labratory, and the first victim 
was a calf weighing 124'¢ pounds. Pe hair 
was cut on the forehead and on the 
spine behind the fore legs, and sponge- 
covered plates, moistenea in a solution 
of sulphate of zinc, were fastened in place. 
The resistance of the animal was 3200 ohms. 
An alternating current of 700 voits was ap- 
plied for 35 seconds and the animal was 
dead. It was at once dissected by Drs. In- 
gram and Kloyere, but the brain, heart and 
lungs were found to be ina normal condi- 
tion and the meat was pronounced fit for 
food, A second calf weighed 142 pounds 
and had a resistance of 3300 ohms. The 
deadly alternating current of 700 volts 
pressure was applied for five seconds 
and produced death. ‘To settle permanently 
the weight question, a horse weighiag 1270 
pounds was next kiled by passing an altsr- 
nating current of 7/0 volts from one foreleg 
to the other. The resistance of this animal 
was 11,000 ohms, The experiments proved 
the alternating current to be the most 
deadly force known to science and that less 
than half ofthe pressure used in this | 
for electric lighting by this system is sufii- 
cient to cause instant death.
